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Lambs 


Commentary 

Lamb  supplies  remain  tight  in  the  U.S. 
compared  to  one  year  ago,  primarily  as  a 
result  of  a  sharp  decline  in  fourth  quarter 
slaughter  volumes.  U.S.  lamb  and  mutton 
production  in  October,  1993  was  25  million 
pounds,  compared  to  29  million  lbs  in  1992. 
November  estimated  U.S.  production  is  24 
million  pounds,  compared  to  27  million 
pounds  one  year  ago.  Ten  to  15  per  cent 
reductions  in  lamb  output  are  resulting  in 
U.S.  slaughter  lamb  prices  15  to  20  per  cent 
above  year-ago  levels. 

Canadian  lamb  prices  are  much  higher 
relative  to  year-ago  levels,  thanks  to  the 
additional  positive  influence  of  a  low 
Canada/U.S.  exchange  rate.  As  of  late 
November,  railgrade  bids  for  lamb  at  Canada 
West  Foods,  Innisfail,  were  $1.80  per  lb., 
compared  to  $1.31  one  year  ago.  Slaughter 
lamb  prices  in  other  Alberta  markets  were 
comparable,  while  feeder  lamb  sales  in 
Edmonton  were  reported  from  $95  to  105.50 
per  cwt. 


Outlook 

U.S.  wholesale  lamb  and  slaughter  lamb 
prices  began  to  trend  higher  after  mid- 
November.  After  "taking  a  breather"  in 
November,  Alberta  prices  are  almost  certain 
to  follow  suit,  and  begin  a  gradual  winter 
climb  to  higher  levels.  If  the  Canadian  dollar 
holds  at  its  current  75-76  cent  U.S.  range, 
Alberta  lamb  prices  in  excess  of  dollar  per 
pound  seem  a  likelihood  this  spring.

REPORT  OF  CANADIAN  CO-OPERATIVE  WOOL  GROWERS  LIMITED 

1 993  has  been  yet  another  difficult  year  as  far  as  the  wool  market  is  concerned  with  very 
little  change  from  conditions  experienced  in  1992  due  to  the  slow  economic  recovery  of 
major  wool  consuming  countries.  In  January  and  February  1993  prices  remained  stable, 
but  from  March  onwards  to  September  prices  slipped  in  a  very  sluggish,  depressed 
market.  World  wool  production  is  slowly  declining  at  the  present  time  (down  14%  over 
last  two  years)  so  this  situation  may  assist  some  price  recovery  eventually  as  the  supply 
and  demand  imbalance  changes  and  the  present  trend  reverses.  There  is  still  substantial 
wool  stocks  available  from  major  wool  producing  countries  although  the  marketing  of 
these  wool  stockpiles  is  being  done  carefully  according  to  demand  from  the  trade  so  as 
not  to  disrupt  the  market  place.  In  Australia  a  plan  has  now  been  developed  for  the 
orderly  sale  of  their  stockpile  which  will  consist  of  5,000  tonnes  per  month  over  the  next 
four  years  in  addition  to  the  current  years  wool  production.  In  the  United  States  sheep 
and  wool  production  is  expected  to  decline  due  to  the  phase  out  of  the  wool  incentive 
payment  program  by  1995  and  also  because  of  substantially  increased  grazing  fees.  In 
the  UK  there  is  no  wool  stockpile  and  all  wool  sold  is  the  current  years  production,  the 
situation  in  South  Africa  and  New  Zealand  is  that  their  stockpiles  have  also  been  reduced 
over  the  past  season. 

Overall  world  demand  for  wool  is  forecast  to  improve  in  1 994  and  1 995  as  the  economies 
of  Japan,  continental  Europe,  and  North  America  begin  to  recover  from  the  current 
recession.  It  is  also  expected  that  China  will  continue  to  be  a  major  wool  purchaser  on 
the  international  market.  Current  low  prices  for  wool  has  meant  that  wool  is  very 
competitively  priced  in  comparison  with  other  fibers  however  this  positive  impact  has  been 
delayed  by  the  prolonged  recession  in  many  of  wools  major  markets.  Wool  prices  and 
demand  have  shown  recent  improvement,  however  with  the  world  economy  still  fragile 
it  is  believed  that  a  gradual  rise  in  prices  would  be  much  more  suitable  and  better  for  the 
long  term  stability  of  the  wool  industry. 
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Like  many  other  companies,  our  organization  has  restructured  and  streamlined  in  1993 
in  order  to  reduce  our  costs  and  to  improve  efficiency  and  our  competitive  position.  In 
western  Canada,  the  Stony  Plain  branch  was  closed  and  the  property  has  been  sold.  We 
continue  to  operate  a  year  round  wool  collection  depot  at  Stony  Plain  and  products  may 
order  stockman  supplies  directly  from  our  Lethbridge  branch  through  a  toll  free  1-800 
number.  In  eastern  Canada  our  Lennoxville  branch  was  also  closed  and  all  Quebec  and 
Maritime  customers  are  now  serviced  by  our  established  dealers  and  through  our  head 
office  at  Carleton  Place,  Ontario. 

Following  the  closure  of  the  current  Ontario  Public  Stockyards  on  December  31  we  will 
be  relocating  our  Toronto  office  to  the  new  location  on  Hwy  39  near  Cookstown.  We  will 
continue  to  operate  a  stockman  supply  store  and  wool  collection  depot  from  the  new 
facility  and  look  forward  to  the  new  opportunities  that  will  be  available  with  this  move. 

Basically,  the  company  now  operates  an  eastern  and  western  division  along  with 
numerous  satellite  depots  for  wool  collection  and  the  sale  of  stockman  supplies.  This  is 
proving  to  be  a  more  viable  and  cost  effective  method  of  collecting  wool  and 
merchandising  our  supplies.  The  company  is  in  good  financial  standing  and  has 
established  an  excellent  network  of  representation  across  the  country.  Promoting  and 
marketing  our  product  will  continue  to  be  an  important  challenge  which  we  realize  must 
be  aggressively  pursued  in  a  very  competitive  global  market  place. 

In  1 993  our  overall  wool  volume  is  down  approximately  1 5%  at  this  point  in  time,  however 
the  clip  is  well  sold  for  delivery  throughout  the  balance  of  1993  and  early  into  1994  to  a 
wide  variety  of  buyers.  Major  buyers  again  in  1993  are  located  in  the  UK,  western 
Europe  and  the  United  States,  with  our  overall  sales  up  19%  over  last  year.  Financial 
and  wool  received  statements  covering  the  first  6  months  of  our  business  are  attached 
to  this  report.  Please  contact  any  of  our  locations  for  further  wool  market  information. 
At  this  time  we  thank  our  producers  for  their  faith  in  co-operative  marketing  and  we  look 
forward  to  continued  service  to  Canadian  sheep  producers  in  1994.
